has 
an 
authority 
which 
must 


bo 
respected by all cksaca. 
But 


when 
lie leaves 
scientific research 


and begiiiK to draw inferences and pro- 
pound theories lie is, like other men, lia- 
ble to err. 
When he proceeds to l-uild 


up a theory of creation he is not speaking 
as a scientist, but as a theorist. 
He un- 


derstood this so well that he always pro- 
ceeded with caution and often with IIUK- 
givingK when he disciisKecl (lie hypothesis 
of evolution. 
It remained for the half 


educated men of the day. who nought to 
inovo iu his wake, to bo positive where 
tho great learior was himself in doubt. In 
cayint,' lliiii we are not objecting to tin? 
theory of evolution as popularly put 
forth. For aught we know, or believe, 
it may be true, but the proof of its truth 
is not yet supplied 


As a religious question it may or may 


not be important. 
The theologians have 


been as much too hasty in pronouncing it 
infidel 
and 
atheistic, 
as 
have 
the 


lesser scientists in declaring it established. 
Let the fact be kept in mind that as yet 
no real student of nature and nature's 
forces claims to have discovered positive 
proof of evolution from lower to higher 
forms. 
The hypothesis has been put 


forth and its various parts beautifully 
elaborated, but it is still an hypothesis 
and not an established fact. Neither was 
it original with Darwin and his immediate 
followers, for, in one form or another, 
the theories of dnvolopiKOjst r.;;;l spon- 
taneous generation wore incorporated in- 
to the philosophies of antiquity and 
were nurtured and 
kept 
alive 
until 


his day. 
it is safe, therefore, to accept 


nothing as proven upon this subject. 
The theory is interesting to all true stu- 
dents and it need not be alarming oven 
to the theologian. 
If established it will 


not uudonmne the church or destroy men's 
faith in the Biblu, though it may force 
new interpretations on certain passages 
which may' have been mistimlerHtood. 
Even then (he change will not be greater 
than that canned by the astronomers and 
geologists who have thrown new light 
upon tho teachings of that book but have 
not destroyed ifs hold upon the faith of 
mankind.

THE FUOEBEL CENTENNIAL. 


TRIBUTE TQ Tim FOUNDE1! Of THE KINDEK- 


OAKTKN 
KYKTEII. 


The anniversary of the 100th birthday 


of Frederick Frocbel, the distinguished 
Thuringian educator and founder of the 
•kindergarten method of teaching, was 
observed by a public meeting held in 
AVarreii-street Chapel, Boston, Friday^ 
The audience was a good si/ed one, com- 
posed almost entirely of ladies, teachers 
:uid others interested in kindergartens, 
and the closest attention was given to the 
•various speaker* who paid tributes to the 
life and labors of Froebcl. The address of 
Prof. Uoysen was particularly well re 
ceived, and was throughout eloquent and 
deeply interesting. Froebel's early his- 
tory aud'efl'orts in the field of educational 
progress were briefly detailed by the 
speaker, and considerable attention given 
to ihialy/mg the peculiar features of the 
methods lie originated. 
FroehePK teach- 


ings, Prof. Boy sen held, were simple in- 
terpretations of groat moral and natural 
laws. A leaf, plucked from its parent 
Ktein, or the clinging tendrils of a grape- 
vine, were made by him to touch all the 
secrete of existence. 
To Frocbel, the 


whole iiniver.se was nothing but one grand 
revelation of the most perfect order, 
peace and harmony; and thus were 
modelled his teachings. 
The speaker 


feelingly alluded to the trials endured by 
the gifted educator during his last years, 
:ind, in closing, paid deserved tribute to 
his noble traits of character. Ins devotion 
to and purity of his life's aim, and his 
entire forgetfnlness of self. The progress 
made by the kindergarten system in late 
years was also gratefully referred to by 
Professor Boyseu. who added, speaking 
of its introduction into many of our pub- 
lic primary schools, that not only limst 
private schools adapt themselves to the 
kindergarten 
method, but so must all 


educational 
institutions 
in the 
end.

of salt or nitrate of soda has a" natural 
tendency to cuconmge the growth of lux- 
uriant grasses to (be instruction of clovers 
and the finer kinds of grasses. This is a 
general tendency 
of aiiimoiiiacal salt, 


wliile superphosphate of lime, on the 
contrary, encourages the growth of clovers 
aud loRuminoua plants iu general. 


KILOS. 


The work of filling silos has been ac- 


complished, and the number now hold- 
iug a store of fodder is very large iu nil 
seclious of tlio country. 
The fodder 


used almost universally is corn, grown in 
drills or by broadcast Bowing, aud the 
season has beeu, upon the whole, favora- 
ble for its rapid growth. 
We fear that 


the old delusion of expecting to obtain 
"something ont of nothing" influences 
many farmers in their silo niidevlakings. 
Those 
who have 
tilled 
their pits 


with abnormal growth of 
the maize 


Jaut, will meet with disappointment in 
he results. 
Corn fodder 
grown thickly 


in shade and cut early is almost valueless, 
Whether it is stored in a silo or fed lo 
imimals in a dry or wot condition. 
The 


great mass of the green plant is water 
aud woody libre, and holds but littlo of 
anything which has food value. 
Another 


year we predict a change to occur- there 
will be less of the crude, coarse Southern' 
corn raised for silos, aud more of the 
smaller and better varieties, 
and the 


crops will be sowed iu drills and be bet- 
ter taken care of.— [Journal of Chemistry. 


THE OAIiDEN. 


The advantage of using nu abundance 


of immure in the gnrdeu is illustrated by 
the experience of n retired merchant, the 
soil of whose garden is described as being 
of a snndy nature. 
The owner trenched 


three feet deep to get moisture, and in- 
corporated manure at 
the rate of one 


hundred cords per aero. 
In his melon 


bod (he fruit was so thick there was 
hardly room lo Kct foot, and of esipn'sile 
flavor. Sonic strawberry plants sot out 
on the 1st of. August were .so large on the 
20th of September that n peelc measure 
\voiild not cover a plant, and the foliage 
was three times the ordinary si/.e. When 
he first went to farming his neighbors 
laughed at him as a "city man"; but 
they have not laughed much lately. 


THIS UNIILISH KI'AIIHOWS. 


Says the London Gardener's Chronicle; 
-"Everywhere iu Europe, 
and even 


in Algiers, these greedy and too prolific 
birds (English sparrows) are becoming 
more and more a scourge of the farmers 
and gardeners. Essentially- eecd caters, 
and not despising sugary fruits, the spar- 
rows swoop lio-.vu in great numbers on 
the ripening harvests and on the seed- 
bearing plants of our gardens, where they 
would not leave a seed unharmed if it 
were not for continual vigilance. 
Cun- 


ning aud obstinate, as well as audacious 
ihtsy uiiiy laugh at traps and scarecrows 
and tho report of n gnu only disperse 
them for a moment, to return in stil 
grentor numbers. 
Of .all winged oreli 


tnres, it is the sparrow which best repre 
seuts Iho rabble of our towns aud villages. 
Nature, however, 
has her reason for 


Imving oreniini sparrows. 
T},0 s-parro\\ 


is one .wheel in the great mechanism of 
the globe, and il has only become ob- 
noxious by its great increase. 
This 


brings us to the point of finding a means 
of reducing the number of sparrows to 
its proper proportions." 


TMPHOVINII THE FI.OUK OF HIIEIII1. 


J am glad lo see that that noble old or- 


ganization, the Massachusetts Society for 
the Promotion of Agriculture, has offered 
an imported ram, of any desired breed, 
at the nominal rent of $5 a season to 
every farmer owning a (lock of ewes who 
may desire to profit by this liberality. 
If, 


might be \vell for the society, also, to 
provide for the shepherd dogs, not only 
to take care of the sheep, but to guard 
them against, miserable canine animals. 
Gon. Sheridan is said to have declared 
that the only good Indian was n dead fn- 
dinn aud every sheep.owner must bo of 
the opinion that the only good ctr dog is 
a dead dog. 


One groat trouble about our shepherd 


dogs is that they arc not properly trained 
and that no one on the farms on which 
they are kept knows'how to train them. 
It might be well if onr agricultural socie- 
ties would offer r.remiunis for inuiiwi 
shepherd dogs such as .are given. by tho 
.Scotch sociotios. No horse trot can bo 
more interesting than it is to seo a shep- 
herd dog dash into a lot of forty or fifty 
sheep and separate the ten which belong 
to his master. This is done without wor- 
rying the shoop, but by a sort, of gentle 
pervasion and a few.friendly nose pokes.
